argument, co uld pro v e they made no deficit, 
tender all administratio ns, at the end o f the bi­ 
ennium, there are so me unex pended funds in 
v ario us appro priatio ns that lapse. 
The bi-par­ 
tisan co mmittee repo rt to the Legislature, ac­ 
cepted by the Legislature, and o n which there 
was no mino rity repo rt, and recently co nfirmed 
bv Representativ e Burr, Demo cratic member o f 
the Co mmittee fro m Adams Co unty , to o k into 
acco ifnt the sums which lapsed in all three ad­ 
ministratio ns and that the deficit belo nging to 
the McKelv ie administratio n was appro x imate­ 
ly $1,100,000.00; to the Bry an administratio n, 
$1,6 6 8 ,000; and to the McMullen administratio n, 
$1,8 00,000.00. This deficit, the Co mmittee also 
fo und, o ccurred thro ugh a failure o f these three 
administratio ns to make sufficient lev ies to 
meet the appro priatio ns o f three legislatures. 
A to tal o f appro x imately $1,500,000.00 o f the to ­ 
tal deficit o f fo ur and o ne-half millio ns is ac­ 
co unted fo r in the fact that no ne o f these ad­ 
ministratio ns to o k into acco unt the 2-per cent 
which co unties get fo r the co llectio n o f state 
tax es, and the resultant fact that o nly 9 8 c o f the 
do llar fo r state tax es was remitted to the state, 
and also the lo ss fro m tax es o n acco unt o f rail­ 
ro ad and hank litigatio n in the United States* 
co urts, and also a small amo unt o f unpaid tax es. 
The remaining three millio n was made thro ugh 
the sy stem instituted by (» o v erno r McKelv ie, 
and fo llo wed by Go v erno r Bry an and Go v erno r 
McMullen, o f co unting as o f J uly 1st mo ney s o n 
hand in the State General Fund, mo ney s in the 
co unty treasuries o f the state, and an estimated 
amo unt o f unpaid tax es. These mo ney s, in each 
case, belo nged to the prev io us y ear’s business, 
and under a sy stem which co unted them as 
av ailable, the state was bo und to create a de­ 
ficit. 
As co nclusiv e ev idence that this Legis­ 
lativ e repo rt is co rrect, the Legislature passed 
a new law by practically a unanimo us v o te 
which prev ents Equalizatio n Bo ards, since 19 27 , 
co unting mo ney s o n hand J uly 1st, as these 
mo ney s are to pay up the bills o f the prev io us 
y ear. 
This new law also requires that the 
Equalizatio n Bo ards add fro m 3 to 5 per cent to 
the amo unt o f the appro priatio ns made by each 
Legislature to co v er this 2 per cent fee giv en to 
the co unties and shrinkage because o f unpaid 
tax es. The Bo ard fo r the last two y ears has 
added 4 per cent each y ear. 


This sho uld make this matter plain to the 
peo ple, and regardless o f Mr. Bry an’s state­ 
ments the facts herein stated are suppo rted by 
legislativ e and State reco rds av ailable to ev ery 
citizen. 
Ev ery tax pay er sho uld understand 
that when they paid the heav y state tax fo r

term o f the McMullen administratio n. Co mpar­ 
iso ns, therefo re, o f tax es fo r 19 24 and 19 27 
being made by Mr. Bry an arc deceptiv e and mis­ 
leading. 


The new law abo v e referred to will prev ent 
the State fro m accumulating further deficit*. 
Yo ur State tax es fo r 19 28 are reduced 45 per­ 
cent, being $2.06 o n a $1,000.00 v aluatio n. The 
state is strictly o n a cash basis; we hav e no 
bo nded indebtedness; we are pay ing no interest, 
and there is abso lutely no fo undatio n fo r Mr. 
Bry an’s statement that the state is go ing back 
into ano ther deficit.

Bryan’s Propaganda 
On Deficit 


I deem it necessary to attain jtive the peo­ 
ple the facts about this matter. 
Mr. liryan 
claims because money lapsed at the end of his 
administration, that he created no deficit. 
He 
refers to a letter written by me as to the amount 
which lapsed at the end of his term. Governor 
McKelvie and Governor McMullen, by the same 
argument, could prove they made no deficit. 
Under all administrations, at the end of the bi­ 
ennium, there are some unexpended funds in 
various appropriations that lapse. 
The bi-par­ 
tisan committee report to the Legislature, ac­ 
cepted by the legislature, and on which there 
uas no minority report, and recently confirmed 
by Representative Burr, Democratic member of 
the Committee from Adams County, took into 
account the sums which lapsed in all three ad­ 
ministrations and that the deficit belonging to 
the McKelvie administration was approximate­ 
ly $1,100,000.00; to the Hr>an administration, 
$1,008,000; and to the McMullen administration, 
$1,8(H),000.00. 
This deficit, the Committee also 
found, occurred through a failure of these three 
administrations to make sufficient levies to 
meet the appropriations of three legislatures. 
A total of approximately $1,500,000.00 of the to­ 
tal deficit of four and one-half millions is ac­ 
counted for in the fact that none of these ad­ 
ministrations took into account the 2-per cent 
| which counties get for the collection of state 
taxes, and the resultant fact that only 98c of the 
dollar for state taxes was remitted to the state, 
and also the loss from taxes on account of rail­ 
road and hank litigation in the United States* 
courts, and also a small amount of unpaid taxes. 
The remaining three million was made through 
the system instituted by Governor McKelvie, 
and followed by Governor Bryan and Go\ernor 
McMullen, of counting as of July 1st moneys on 
hand in the State General Fund, moneys in the 
county treasuries of the state, and an estimated 
amount of unpaid taxes. These moneys, in each 
case, belonged to the previous year’s business, 
and under a system which counted them as 
available, the state was hound to create a de­ 
ficit. 
As conclusive evidence that this Legis­ 
lative report is correct, the Legislature passed 
a new law by practically a unanimous vote 
which prevents Equalization Boards, since 1927, 
counting moneys on hand July 1st, as these 
moneys are to pay up the bills of the previous 
year. 
This new law also requires that the 
Equalization Boards add from 3 to 5 per cent to 
the amount of the appropriations made by each 
Legislature to cover this 2 per cent fee given to 
the counties and shrinkage because of unpaid 
taxes. 
The Board for the last two years has 
added I per cent each year. 


This should make this matter plain to the 
jeople, and regardless of Mr. Bryan’* state­ 
ments the facts herein stated arc supported by 
legislative and State records available to every 
citizen. 
Every taxpayer should understand 
that when they paid the heavy state tax for 
1927, they paid $1,100,000 for the McKelvie ad­ 
ministration, $1,608,000.00 for the Bryan ad­ 
ministration, and $1,800,000.00 for the first 
term of the McMullen administration. Compar- 
isons, therefore, of taxes for 1924 and 1927 
being made by Mr. Bryan arc deceptive and mis­ 
leading. 


The new law above referred to will prevent 
the State from accumulating further deficit*. 
Your State taxes for 1928 are reduced 45 per­ 
cent, being $2.06 on a $1,000.00 valuation. The 
state is strictly on a cash basis; we have no 
bonded indebtedness; we are paying no interest, 
and there is absolutely no foundation for Mr. 
Bryan’s statement that the state is going hack 
into another deficit.
